This is worse and worse. Here are the 
eight largest. cities in the United States, 
not one of which gained or lost a single 
inhabitant from one census to another, ex- 
cept Boston, which gained 360, evidently 
turough a blunder of the printer. Indian; 
apolis made a guin of ten—no doubt an- 
other typographical blunder, for Chicago 
is permitted to gain nothing. Nashville 
loses ten by the same means—unless they 
removed to Indianapolis, which is hardly 


probable. In Mr. Corwxit’s “census of 


1960” the population ot Nashville is given 
at 16,980, when, in fact, it reached very 
nearly 30,000. That oi Montgomery, in 
1860, is put down at 9,800, a gain of 1,050. 
Louisville gamed 1,710. Perhaps a pretty 
good guess as to Montgomery, but a 
wretched one as to Louisville. 

This cheap abstract of the census. of 
1860, added to a lot of ont-ot-date geogra- 
phies—not to make them sell, of course 
not, but “to meet the wishes of numerous 
teachers” — contains the names ot eighty- 
eght towns and cities, the population of 
which is, in almost every instance, the 


same as that given from earlier cen- 


sus returns in the table in the 
body of the work. And to warn 
us against the tricks of other authors, 
or publishers of geographies, Mr. Cor- 
NELL,Or his publishers, or both, tell us 
that they “are assured’ by Mr. Kun- 
NEDY, the Superintendent (of the census), 
that whatever appears in addition to what 
is here given, in advance ot the publication 
of the last census, must be more or less 
inaccurate.” 

The reader may think it rather late in 
the day to bring this thing forward, and we 
agree with him. It is rather late. It 
should have been done when the 
phy, with its valuable table added, first 
made its appearance. But it was not done 
then, and it is right and proper to do it 
now. This work is still in the hands ot 
thousands of Southern school-children, 
and, if the rest of it is not more reliable 
than its statistics, the schools will find it 
no easy task to teach those children to 
unlearn what they ha ve learned amiss. 


Piseatery and Scientific. 

As will be seen trom the subjoined notice 
from the Dublin Freeman’s Journal ot Sep- 
tember 2ist, Dr. Epwarp D. Maporusr, 
who visited his brother in this city last 
August, bas succeeded in carrying several 
of the blind fish from Mammoth Cave to 
Europe; he being the first naturalist who 
has ever succeeded in so doing. An inter- 
esting fact in this connection is that under 
the influence of light, eyes begin to be de- 
veloped, thus proving the correctness of 
the conclusions of Acasem, Professor 
BEngon, of this city, and other scientasts, 
who dissected them microscopically and 
discovered the rudimentary optic nerve. 
They have claimed the faculty was lost by 
disuse, while other zoologists considered 
them. to be a special creation tor “the wa- 
ters under the earth.“ This mooted ques- 
tion appears in a fair way of being settled, 
especially if Dr. Marorger’s fish live 
long enough to develop the eye into some 
periectnesé of form. It may surprise the 
reader to learn that these strange 
fishes are viviparous, for such is stated to 
be the case by the guides at Mammoth 
Cave, and if verified by scientific observa- 
tion it proves them to be only the second 
or third species ot the known true fishes 
that bring forth the young alive.
